Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1964* 

The  vital  statistics  are  quite  satisfactory.  The  birth-rate  rose 
from  15*74  per  1>000  in  1963  to  17.17  in  1964,  which  is  slightly  less 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate,  at  11.53  per 
1,000,  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  and  was  almost  the  same  as 
the  national  rate. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  fell  from  32.05  per  1,000  live 
births,  to  17.12  which  compares  quite  favourably  with  the  national 
rate  of  20.0 

The  still-birth  rate  was  considerably  higher  than  the  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  but  the  total  number  of  still  births  was 
only  four  and  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

As  in  1963?  only  2  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
for  the  fifth  consecutive  year  there  was  no  death  from  this  disease. 

There  was,  unfortunately,  an  increase  of  3  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  and  the  death  rate  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  was  almost  as  high  asthe  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
but  the  total  death  rate  from  cancer  was  still  appreciably  lower  than 
the  national  average. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  burn, which  formerly  flowed 
over  the  beach, has  now  been  diverted  into  the  new  main  sewer  and  this 
potential  source  of  infection  has  been  eliminated. 

In  Conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Councillors  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
express  my  appreciation  of  assistance  received  from  other  Departments 
of  the  Council.

The  ambulance  service  in  Newbiggin  is  provided  by  the  Northumberland 
County  Council  ambulances  stationed  at  Ashington,  where  there  are  15 
drivers.  A  24- hour  service  is  maintained  and  all  vehicles  arc  radio- 
controlled.

Home  Hein  Service. 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is  widel y  used 
and  much  appreciated.  The  vast  majority  of  those  receiving  help  are 
old,  infirm  people  and  the  service  enables  many  of  them  to  remain  in 
their  own  houses  for  much  longer  than  would  otherwise,  in  many  cases, 
be  possible.  Most  old  folks  want  to  stay  in  their  own  hones,  and,  to 
them,  the  service  is  a  boon. 

Chiropody  Service  for  Old  People. 

Regular  treatment  sessions  are  hhLd  at  the  County  Council's 
Clinic  but  thb  service  is  organised  by  the  Old  People's  Voluntary 
Welfare  Committee  which  is,  in  the  first  instance,  responsible  for 
payment  of  the  difference  btween  the  fee  paid  by  the  patient  and  the 
amount  paid  to  the  chiropodist.  Re-imbursemont  mf  this  expenditure 
is,  subsequently ,  received  from  the  County  Council.  This  service  is 
much  appreciated  and  plays  an  important  part  in  enabling  old  people 
to  continue  to  be  mobile. 

Meals  on  Wheels. 

It  was  expected  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  this  service  would 
become  available  in  the  near  future

The  Senior  Citizens  Club  has,  for  a  number  of  years  provided.  Tun^. 
tvd.ce  weekly  for  old  people  able  to  go  to  the  club’s  premises  on  the  Spiv' 
Estate.  Meals  have  also  been  sent  out  to  house-bound  old  people  near  by 
but  the  aim  now  is  to  extend  this  service  using  private  cars. 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  Club,  which  raises  all  its  own  vegetables,  l.r 
done  by  the  Senior  •  Citizens  themselves  and  this  is  an  excellent  example  of 
self-help,  giving  interest  and  occupation  to  those  who  do  the  work  as  well 
as  providing  wholesome  food  and  a  social  centre  for  those  who  are  served.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


Heat  Inspection. 

The  slaughter-house  owned  by  the  Newbiggin  Co-operative  Society 
continued  to  be  the  onlyone  in  operation*,  but  its  facilities  were 
available  to  other  butchers  in  the  town. 

All  carcases  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963,  although,  on  a  few  occasions,  the  inspection  had  to 
be  carried  out  in  the  retail  shops,  because  butchers  had  removed  meat 
from  the  slaughter-house  before  inspection.  Following  warnings  and 
reminders  to  the  butchers  concerned,  that  removal  without  inspection 
within  six  hours  of  slaughtering  constituted  a  contravention  of  the 
Regulations,  this  practice  ceased.

No  formal  action  was  taken  “but  the  baker  was  given  a  warning. 
Corned  Beef . 

The  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Aberdeen  and  the  discovery  that 
the  source  of  infection  had  been  a  tin  of  corned  beef  cooled  in 
unchlorinated  river  water  resulted  in  a  considerable  burden  of 
additional  work  falling  on  the  Health  Department.  At  the  request  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  visits  had  to  be  paid  to  all  premises  handling 
6lb.  t  ins  of  corned  beef  to  see  if  stocks  contained  any  tins  produced 
in  certain  establishments  in  South  America  during  a  specified  period. 
None  of  the  suspect  tins  was  discovered  in  Newbiggin. 

At  a  later  date  a  search  had  to  be  made  for  certain  tins  of  tongue 
produced  at  the  same  establishments.  Shortly  afterwards^  tins  of 
corned  beef  from  another  establishment  had  to  be  sought  as  a  result  of 
the  discovery  of  a  food  poisoning  organism  in  a  tin  examined  in 
Edinburgh .

Measles . 

In  the  report  for  1963 ,  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  the 
expected  epidemic  had  followed  a  rather  unusual  pattern  in  that  it 
had  virtually  subsided  within  two  months  and  had  produced  rather 
less  than  half  the  number  of  cases  which  night  have  been  expected. 
It  is  perhaps  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  Measles  again  behaved 
in  an  unusual  way  in  1964,  when  85  cases  were  notified,  a  number 
greatly  in  excess  of  that  normally  occurring  in  a  year  when  no 
epidemic  was  expected.  Out  of  the  total,  A-S  cases  occurred  in  the 
month  of  July.

The  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  one  household  but 
the  causative  organism  was  not  identified.  The  suspected  vehicle  of 
infection  was  a  tin  of  sausages  but  no  organism  was  isolated  from 
portions  of  sausage,  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Dinhtheria. 

No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  since  1950  and  there  has 
been  no  death  from  this  cause  during  the  past  17  years . 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year,  154  pre-school  and  10  snhool  children  completed 
the  primary  course  of  treatment  while  211  pre-school  and  105  school 
children  received  re- inforcing  injections.  The  normal  schedule  of 
immunisation,  now,  is  to  give  three  injections  against  diphtheria, 
v/ ho  oping  cough  and  tetanus  at  monthly  intervals  by  the  time  the  child 
reaches  the  age  of  6  months  and  a  further  triple  injection  at  the  age 
of  18  months  to  2  years.

Further  re-inforcing  injections  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
only  arc  given  at  5  years  and  10  years  of  age. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

During  1964?  the  primary  course  of  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
was  given  to  1,406  persons,  while  1,869  received  a  re-inforcing  dose 
and  3  &  re-inforcing  injection. 

These  figures  apply  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  the
